Charter Should Be More Elastic 


THE Brainerd charter made in the lior.se and buggy days ap­ 
pears to have reached a point where its provisions in some in­ 
stances are retarding growth of the city in some directions. 
In the days of macadam paving, holes were readily fixed with 
a load of crushed rock. 
Cement has succeeded the macadam and 
that just typifies the various changes occurring. 
We find a Park Board hampered by its small appropriations 
for maintenance of the three parks, Tourist, Gregory and Lum. 
The Tourist park was established by a Chamber of Commerce 
campaign and is now virtually self-sustaining. 
Lum park seeks 
to pay its way in every manner possible. 
The tax levy is kept 
low and park maintenance is a problem. 
Now comes our program of winter sports and the method in 
every other city is to make this winter program a part of park 
board Work. 
It cannot be done this year, but the movement has 
started to make it the program f a t coming years, a part of the 
city’s official work. 
It may be necessary to increase taxation, to have the char­ 
ter altered to accommodate the growing size of the city. 
The water and light board needs charter changes to facilitate 
taking care of bond issues, permitting accumulation of a sinking 
fund for such purpose. 
The library is crowded. 
Every book is utilized. The covers 
bear witness to that fact. 
The library may have to be increasec 
in size which would involve the acquisition of more property, bu 
no money can be accumulated under the present system of opera­ 
tion. 
Every cent is used in operation and little if any can be 
saved to apply to a building extension work. 
The charter clothes are pinching the wearer in many direc­ 
tions. 
If all the different wants expressed in Brainerd are to be 
satisfied, then the city must raise more money by taxation, so that 
the burden can be equalized and that public donations for city 
work should be succeeded by the city doing what individuals have 
done for it in times past. 
It is quite a problem and one of importance to engage the at­ 
tention of all interested in city welfare.

A Constructive Program 


About three million American farmers, or nearly thirty-nine 
per cent of all the farmers in this country, cultivate land that they 
do not own. In other words they are tenant farmers. 
Until recent years that was a problem that did not concern 
the Northwest. 
Most of the tenant operators were in the older 
states where land had been settled for years and had risen in 
price to a point where it was difficult, if not impossible, for a man 
without considerable capital to buy it. 
That is true no longer. 
In the older sections of Minnesota 
and even the Dakotas, there are now thousands of tenants who 
are farming leased lipid, and their number is said to be increasing 
so rapidly that an organized egort is about to be made to cheek it. 
As shown by the Northwest Magazine, the Greater North 
Dakota Association seems to be the first to initiate the movement. 
Composed of a large number of business and professional men iii 
all parts of the state, its officers recently announced that they had 
developed a plan which they believe will transform many tenants 
into owners. 
The promoters of the scheme believe that it will not only help 
tehants as well as others who want to buy land, but will tend to 
stimulate better farming methods by tenants who, tinder the old 
system of short leases, had little interest or incentive in making 
improvements. 
It looks as if the Greater North Dakota Association had hit 
upon a constructive solution of a serious problem.

Men of prominence on 
every hand, and women, too. os you 
well know, have accepted the edict 
j ’:st the same as they do fashions in 
clothes and fashions in speech and 
fashions in rending, and one of lite 
great questions of Hie day really Is, Is 
It right for adults who are truly Inter­ 
ested In youth to do anything that 
youth may not copy, for we know that 
a large part of a hoy’s essential edu­ 
cation conies from imitating. 
“Now. son, because I fully realized 
that we must sometime face tills ques­ 
tion again, and because I knew of your 
great admiration for the coaching abil­ 
ity and reputation of Gilmore Dobie. 
who for eleven yenrs never lost a 
game, I clipped tills from a paper 
sometime ago and slipped It Into ray 
card case* 
“ ‘Probably Gilmore Dobie knows a 
good deal about what makes a boy 
strong and alert, and what causes 
him to be a failure. 
Tills is the spe­ 
cial message he sends to you: 
“it has 
been my experience that the use of to­ 
bacco, more particularly cigarettes, by 
boys under the age of twenty-one, is 
especially detrimental. 
I think there 
are two special reasons why tobacco 
should not be used in g ro w in g boys. 
First, tobacco is much more detrimen­ 
tal to the youth than the adult. 
It 
has a greater Influence over tile phys­ 
ical and mental activities of the boy, 
at the time In life when the resources 
of the mental and physical powers 
are taxed by tile growth nod general 
expansion, and cannot so well with­ 
stand the additional Impediment of 
taking care of poisons and tire de- 
rangement of the nervous system re­ 
sulting from the smoking habit, 
in­ 
variably this is evidenced by lack of 
youthful bloom, mental alertness and 
physical efficiency. 
Second, I find It 
almost Invariably the rule that tile 
smoking habit, when formed in early 
youth, tnkes a much more powerful 
hold on Its victim and gradually in­ 
creases its Influence until finally It 
has created an inveterate smoker. Ev- j 
ery boy who is ambitious to reach and 
retain the highest degree of physical 
and mental manhood,%can, to a great 
extent, insure himself by abstaining 
from the use of tobacco in his early 
lif e ” ’ 
“Now, so much for that. 
My sec­ 
ond reason Is even more fundamental. 
My greatest objection to the cigarette 
Is that it Is typical of a vhole range 
of personal indulgences. 
What were 
we saying the other day about citizen­ 
s h ip and loyalties? 
The greatest loy­ 
alty In the world Is loyalty to the best 
that's In you. 
Smoking cigarettes is a 
compromise with yourself on what you 
know Is not the best th at’s in you, 
and It Is the entering wedge of per­ 
sonal Indulgence.
